Rinehart has reaffirmed his 
support for the construction of 
the $164 million controversial 
1-670 expressway by forward- 
ing a letter to COTA Board of 
Trustees, requesting the board 
to release $10 million as 
expected surplus funds to help 
the state of Ohio with its fund- 
ing obligation. 

Rinehart told reporters at his 
first news conference that he 
had delivered a fetter to Warren 
Jennings, president of the 
COTA board, to release the 
money for the purpose of help- 
ing the state finance construc- 
tion of the 1-670 project. 

Rinehart declared: ''The 
money is for-the purpose of 
helping the state of Ohio 


finance the construction of the 


expressway. The project will 
open up the Eastside, which 
includes some of our city's 
economically depressed areas, 
to new development and thou- 
sands of short-term and per- 
manent jobs.” 

The surplus funds from 
COTA will go toward the 
state's share of 20 percent of 
the $164 million cost of con- 
struction of the project, 
according to state officials. 
Construction is expected to 
begin in March on the project. 

Early last year, the Coalition 
of Concerned Citizens against 
the prceject filed a law suit inthe 
U.S. District Court, seeking an 
injunction against its construc- 
tion.

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First lady recalls 
King’s early years 


By ELIZABETH LANEY 

Mrs. Cleo Hale, the ‘first lady’ of Union Grove 
Baptist Church, first met Martin Luther King Jr., 
when he was a smail boy. He was seated on the back 
seat of along black family limousine. He smiled and 
waved at her. =: 

“He was probably tired. of sitting alone in that 
huge car,” Mrs. Hale said. “| remember the incident 
so well. Martin was dressed in the knicker pants of 
that day. His white socks stopped at the knee. He 
must have been about six or seven years old.” 

Mrs. Hale said that she saw Martin and his friends 
whenever she visited in this.neighborhood in 
Atlanta. They continued to be friends. 

Dr. and-Mrs: Phale D. Hale recently established a 
room in their home as the Martin Luther King Room. 
In it they have placed their collection of memorabilia 
about MLK or his family. 


A black metal plate on the door designates the - 


room as the Dr. Martin L. King Jr., Room. A similar 
metal plate is on the headboard of the bed. It docu- 
ments the date that MLK slept in the bed on Nov. 22, 
1959. At that time Dr. King was the guest speaker at 
the Union Grove Baptist Church in its 71st anniver- 
sary. His signature and messare may be seen in the 
guest book, dated November 22, 1959, “Thanks fora 
great experience.’ 


Other collections in the MLK Room: Vinyi place 
mats of scenes of the new Civil Rights leader Center 
in Atlanta, his birthplace, his monument, the foun- 
tain and its cascading waters. The albums of his 
many special messages, and photographs of famil- 
iar poses of the leader are placed on dressers in the 
room. 

Mrs. Hale told of Martin's background. His mater- 
nal grandparents, Rev. and Mrs. Albert D. Williams, 
Montgomery, AL., were financially sound and con- 
servative. Rev. Williams was the founder and pastor 
of the Dexter Avenue Baptist Church, where Martin 
Jr., later pastored. It was at this church where the 
committee was formed to protect Mrs. Rosa Parks’ 
appeal, and he was made co-chairman with Rev. 
Abernathy. 

The Williamses were highly respected-citizens: 
Mrs, Alberta Williams King, Martin's mother, was a 
strong, Christian woman, a moulder of character 
and a gentlewoman. Rev. King Sr., is a firm disci- 
plined, kindly man. Martin inherited susceptibilities 
easily developed into strength of purpose, compas- 
sion and understand for oppressed people. He was 
not rebellious because of extreme poverty or other 
like circumstances. He did not have to work his way 
through school. : 

He received his B.A. and LHD degrees from 
Morehouse, his BD from Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary in Chester, PA., his Ph.D. at Boston University 
(where he met a Coretta Scott, and aspiring concert 
artist). He received his D.D. degree from Chicago 
Theological Seminary and his L.D.D. from Howard, 
He was also a special student at the University of 
Penn and Harvard. 

Like Moses of the Bible, there was all reason for 
Dr. King to ignore the pleas of the harassed in the 
Rosa Parks case; but with the Christian upbringing 
and an abundance of compassion and understand- 
ing, he fought for the needs of his people. He kept 
his concept and belief in non-violence and love. 

In his ‘Christmas Sermon On Peace’ delivered at 
the Ebenezer Baptist Church in 1967, he said, “I'm 
happy that Jesus didn't say “like your enemies,” 
because there are some people that | find it pretty 
difficult to fike...but Jesus reminds us that love is:

In jointly announcing the scholarships 
with S.0.C. President Elmer R. Smith, 
Board Chairman Robert Boeh stated that 
awards of $2,000 per recipient will be made. 
“A selection committee composed of 
industry, education and community repre- 
sentatives from the Tri-State area,” 
explained Boeh, “will choose the recip- 
ients. But we are concerned that students 
are unaware of the scholarships available 
to them, and therefore won't apply. We 
hope 'that high school counselors, PTA 
groups, parents and the students them- 
selves will make an effcrt to learn what is 
available to the students, and then try for 
them.” 


For the SOC Directors’ Academic Scho- 
larships, high schoo! seniors will apply to 
attend any one of the four area campuses in 
Cincinnati, Fairfield, Northern Kentucky, 
or the Technical Center in Cincinnati. 
While any applying and qualifying senior in 
Ohio, indiana and Northern Kentucky will 
be considered for a scholarship, the Col- 
tege will ask candidates to state their areas 
of educational interest on the application. 
Awards will be made for two-year Asso- 
ciate Degrees, one-year Diplomas, and 
Certificates of varying length. Upon enter- 
ing SOC, scholarship winners who maine 
tain a 3.0 Grade Point Average will be eligi- 
ble for any available unawarded funds. For 
instance, if a student is awarded a scholar- 
ship and does not use it. those funds would 
be divided among second-year students 

Scholarship applicants will be judged on 
grade point average, which should be 3.0 or 
above. They musiaiso present a letter from 
their high school counséior or another 
non-relative--an employer or church offi- 
cial, for ex: to their charac- 
ter, leadership qualities and potential.

GOLUMBUS-A federal hearing officer's * 
recent recommendation in favor of the State 
of Ohio could mean a retroactive settlement 
of $10 million-$15 million, and additional 
millions annually, for services to Ohio's 
mentally retarded and developmentally dis- 
abled persons. 

Lawrence J. Ageloftt, chief hearing officer 
for the Health Care Finance Administration 
(HCFA), has recommended that the federal 
agency approve a plan amendment 
requested by the Ohio Department of Men- 
tsiRetardation and Developmental Disabili- 
tias. OMR/DD to extend Medicaid supportto 
séven service areas for which reimburse- 
fnent had not been allowed: assessment/di- 
agnosis, medical nursing psychological, 
occupational habilitation, physical habilita- 
tion, speech and language habilitation and 
transportation.
